Between 5 and 10 September 1951, 350 troops of an artillery battalion of 
the kl Army equip ocd with 5 longerange guns, 25 trench mortara, 30 heavy 
and light machine guns,were stationed at Chihwan (7 2% ), Paoan. fn 
additional 250 troons of the same army were in the above area to assist 
in defense and to maintain security »oatrols to -revent leaks concerning 
emplacements. The troons were ordered not to associate with the local 
ponul ace .

3. In mid-Sevtember, 120 men of the svecial service battalion of the kh 
frmy were in civilian homes near the orlmary school east of Lohutatun. 
our tanks driven by Japanese were also there. 


4. EKetween 5 and 10 Sentember, 320 troops of a battalion of the 37 Army, 
equipnved with 7 heavy machine guns, 12 lizht machine guns, 50 carbines 
and toumy guns, arid some tieodel 79 rifles, were stationed at Nant'ou 
(113-56, 23-31). The battalion commander was identified as TS:NG Chao-nien 
(3 4k ), 36 years old and a native of onan. Jattalion headquarters 
was in Uenchisteau (X. A A ), in Nant'ou market. The troons were over= 
heard spe aking Gantonese dialect. 


5. On 12 Sentember, 2,000 Chinese Com-unist troops arrived at Chan;mut!’ou 
(114-06, 22-53). One thousand immediately encased in an open space neat 
the town of Lints'un Cres )}. The remainder wore billeted in the town 
proper, The troops anveared to be in transit.

In mid-September an artillery battalion of the Army, comprising 350

Most 
of the troops of this unit speak a North China dialect and the others an 
east Kwangtung dialect, 


In mid-5< eptember, 260 men of a Kwangtung revenue regiment was stationed 
at Lohuta'un* opposite the customs office, The present duties of these 
men are to assist customs in suppressing smuggling. 


In mid-September, 120 infant: nen, from a Kwangtung public security regi- 
ment were at Huangpeiling (e % st ee) )y near Huped (is 44 Je 
Taipei, Taiwan 


On 25 September TSENG Sheng, six of his staff officers, and four Soviet 
advisers inspected the Wanshen Islands, As a result, {6 large lighters 
and 300 civilian» laborers will soon be used in connection with a shipment 
of steel bars, cement, and other construction materials from the Shihch'i 
(113-22, 2230) area to the Wanshan Islands for the construction of 
defenses, on those islands.
